This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 24-37, drawn to an oxygen conducting membrane, product 

Group II, claim(s) 38-39, drawn to method for preparing the membrane, process. 

Group III, claim (s) 40-41, drawn to membrane reactor, apparatus. 

Group IV, claim(s) 42-44, drawn to method for oxidizing a reactant gas, process. 

Group V, claim(s) 45, drawn to a method for recovering oxygen from the gaseous mixture, 
process. 

Lack of Unity 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the five groups show lack of unity a priori for there is 
no subject matter corrmion between the groups. 

3. A telephone call was made to Tom Perkins on October 21 , 2008 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Apphcant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
